Twins and the Cause Them.

Chapter 


AST month mentioned cer- 
tain principles which could 
not depended upon help 
breed improvement. might 
seem reasonable, therefore, that this 
month should consider the posi- 
tive ways which can about 
most quickly improve our cat- 
tle, and other farm animals and 
vegetation. But would seem also 
that should save the positive 
measures for the last installment, 
which will appear next month, and 
this month that should consider 
other questions which are also posi- 
tive and help have more 
thorough groundwork. 

There are several very important 
considerations that have not 
touched upon, all which are fun- 
damental breeding. yet 
have not spoken about inbreeding, 
nor twins and the cause them; 
have not mentioned the sometimes 
imaginary phenomenon hybrid 
vigor. Now let see our brief 
resume what can concerning 
these questions. 

There are two kinds twins. One 
kind identical twins, which are 
real twins. The other sort are fra- 
ternal twins. The former are ex- 
ceedingly alike; the latter are 
more alike than ordinary brothers 
sisters. The former can 
only one sex; the latter can both 
the same sex one each sex. 
When animal has what term

one would call twins, triplets, quar- 
ruplets. never could see why 
there was any reason for calling or- 
dinary twins, TWINS. should 
reserve that word for the real thing, 
namely, the identical sort. What 
the difference between flock 
sheep, all the ewes which have 
been bred produce say three 
four lambs time, and the 


rabbit, which has been bred down 
producing only three four young 


litter? not call the off- 
spring the former litter, nor 
call the offspring the latter 
triplets. should call them both 
the same name. 

Possibly the reason not 
because the differences the 
uterii the various species. the 
human the uterus single, the 
cow double, the rabbit, the hog, 
tubes which join into one. That 
seems the only reason for this 
difference between litters and trip- 
lets, quadruplets, etc. 
But contend that 
should have more 
accurate designations. 
There are many cows 
which have produced 
four calves time 
which were all un- 
like are the four little rabbits pro- 
duced doe. The cause the 
four each case the same. Four 
separate and distinct sperm ferti- 
lized four separate and distinct ova. 

cell which was produced 
one sperm, having fertilized one 
ovum, instead going and pro- 
ducing single individual, divides 
and the two separate, then the re- 
sult two individuals with the 
same inheritance. doubt you 
have seen twin calves, which were 
real twins, the kind mention- 
ing, but you have more often seen 
calves which were born two 
time and which were simply ordi- 
nary brother and sister.

festations, likely that the 
female gland balance disturbed. 
course there are cases where 
bull and heifer calf are produced 
the same calving when the female 
not sterile. have never heard 
case where the male was sterile 
result this. Every time you 
have two calves born the same 
calving, they are opposite sexes, 
would pay you well examine the 
placenta and see they are joined. 

Many breeders wonder the 
tendency produce multiple off- 
spring inherited. There not 
any doubt it. Sheep have been 
bred that they have become very 
much more prolific. Dogs, rab- 
bits, guinea pigs and other labora- 
tory animals also have. human 
beings the tendency have more 
than one child distinctly runs 
families and inherited through the 
father well through the mother. 
you think worth while, and 
many do, try breeding your cattle 
they will have litters instead 
single calves. The fact they are 
smaller when born will not mean 
they will not attain their natural 
size. know experimental 
evidence which shows that small 
animals birth have not just 
good chance attain the full size 
for which they were destined 
their hereditary mechanism, large 
animals birth. 


Inbreeding 


were cattle breeder and had 
sufficient money little 
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experimenting, there one thing 
would. that most people are 
afraid of. would start inbreed- 
ing experiment. Perhaps someone 
will write now and say way 
behind the times; that they have 
been Well, fine, but 
so, will wager that very few 
people are doing it, and some- 
thing large number could well 
afford do. 

say this because such experi- 
ments would add greatly our 
knowledge cattle breeding, and 
might, just might, achieve some- 
thing great for the breeder. has 
been done with other animals. 
see reason why could not 
done with cattle. Here what 
would do, and after tell you, then 
will tell you why. would mate 
brother sister. would take 
another brother and sister and mate 
them. would keep mating 
them until had one bull and one 
heifer calf from each. could 


afford it, would breed until had 
two heifers and one bull. 


Thus, 


pair identical Holstein calves. Identical 
twins are always the same sex. 


would have the start two distinct 
inbred lines. 

From each would keep breeding, 
using the stronger heifer each 
you see, and not leave all 
would keep the inbreeding until 
had two strains that were inbred 
for seven generations least. 


could only take them through five 


generations that would better 
than nothing. 

When had gotten each, five 
generations inbred, would expect 
that stock would not nearly 
good the original from which 
started. But would able 
produce some milk, and produce 
some calves which might more 
less weak little things. would try 
use the best each generation 
breed from. Finally would 
expect that each generation the 
calves would more and more 
alike, until after seven generations 
they would likely not deteriorate, 
but would slightly improve. 

Then when had reached five 


generations this inbreeding the 
separate strains, would start out- 
breeding. would keep up, year 
after year, outbreeding the more and 
more inbred strains. What would 
think would get calves 
that would very much larger than 
the original stock which started 
with. think they would much 
more prolific, and higher milk pro- 
ducers. What effect would have 
upon the per cent butter fat and 
other things not know, and 
would not hazard guess. 

this time, you are perhaps 
ready wonder why the editor 
the Journal ever published such 
will tell you why 
think would actually this very 
thing had the wherewithall. 
would because the case 
every other animal with which 
has been tried, the best 
knowledge, the outbreeding two 
inbred strains has increased the vi- 
tality the resulting cross tre- 
mendously. The illustration shows 
what has done for corn. This 
drawing the generations corn 
the Connecticut Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station. Note how the 
inbreeding every generation took 
the rather good looking corn and 
gradually reduced its size and pro- 
duction. Actually the inbreeding 
was breeding all the bad out it. 
Instead keeping the bad qualities 
masked the usual kind selec- 
tive breeding, was bringing them 
out where they could disposed of. 
The result was rather poor little 
kind corn. But then look the 
result the outbreeding these 
two inbred strains. this 
called, and has done such won- 
ders for corn growers that great 
many are paying fancy prices for 
this corn seed and using in- 
crease their yield tremendously. 
has been used many kinds 
corn. year planted some 
sweet corn developed the same 
process. And such sweet corn! 
was ten eleven feet high, had two 
great tender sweet ears the stalk 
and was uniform corn could be.

LORIDA: didn’t send birth 
report within thirty days 
the birth calf, but filed 
regular entry application before 
the calf was six months age, and 
also filled out that time birth 
report. Why should file birth 
report addition the entry ap- 
plication? 
R.: You should not, only 
makes extra work for you, and 
valueless.

R.: The application should 
signature card (furnished the 
office) should file the office 
authorizing agent sign for 
you. should sign your name, 
with his own beneath agent.

and hoofs must not cut off.

have seen how differences 

species come about. 
pure line mutations, those sudden 
changes which are the stepping 
stones evolution, constantly oc- 
cur. Not long ago had some rats 
that were the seventy-fifth genera- 
tion brother sister mating with- 
out break. Wonderful rats, 
uniform that they command high 
prices. the colony from where 
these rats came, there have been 
many mutations. Gray rats which 
have been inbred have produced 
several strange looking individuals, 
very different than the parent stock. 
But inbreeding not actually the 
cause mutations some breeders 
assume. happens ‘‘the best 
regulated 

Now there very great differ- 
ence between mutations, sudden 
changes, variations. This 
should understood. The varia- 
tions even inbred strain are 
very great. mean inherited vari- 
ations, and not those due en- 
vironment. Even identical twin 
calves appear have some varia- 
identical twin dogs, that were very 
nearly alike, but not exactly 
coat color. The illustrations show 
how the pair Holstein calves, 
while alike enough identified 
identical twins everything ex- 
cept color distribution, neverthe- 
less did have this slight difference. 
The color pattern was the same but 
the distribution varied. 

variation that gives cattle 
breeding large part its kick. 


does not agree with the sketch 
the certificate.

great factor fostering inter- 
est Guernseys Pennsylvania 
and the surrounding states New 
Jersey, Maryland, and Delaware, 
was the Eastern Guernsey Breeders’ 
Association, which for great many 
years was the most active organiza- 
tion Guernsey breeders Amer- 
ica. The oldest records this or- 
ganization show very great inter- 
est the product the Guernsey 
cow, and was, therefore, appro- 
priate that breeders this section 
should leaders promoting the 
sale Golden Guernsey milk. The 
Eastern Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation was one the first organiza- 
tions employ fieldman, with the 
two-fold purpose promoting sales 
Guernsey cattle and the products 
the Guernsey cow. Breeders 
one state, New Jersey, had already 
employed fieldman. 

About three years ago Pennsyl- 
vania Guernsey breeders became 
actively interested forming 
state organization, primarily 
promote sales Golden Guernsey 
milk within the state. Since there 
was state-wide organization 
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Pennsylvania, this project was spon- 
sored the Eastern Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association, and after 
two years discussion and pre- 
liminary work committees were 
appointed and canvassed the breed- 
ers throughout the state with the 
idea securing pledges take care 
fieldman for the first year, 
until such man could become self- 
supporting. the annual meet- 
ing the Eastern Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Association Harrisburg, 
January, 1931, the Pennsylvania 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association was 
organized. Twelve directors were 
selected, each representing dis- 
trict the state. These directors 
selected officers follows: Walter 
Smedley, Media, president; Ralph 
Flinn, Pittsburgh, vice president; 
Charles Meyers, Philadelphia, 
secretary-treasurer. The new or- 
ganization was most fortunate 
the officers, who had been most ac- 
tive securing guarantors and 
putting the new organization 
firm footing. milk committee 
was appointed with Warren 
Whittier chairman, and this com- 
mittee has been untiring its ef- 
forts assist Pennsylvania breeders 
secure market for Golden 
Guernsey milk. 

July, 1931, Emil Oleson was 
secured field secretary. Mr. 
Oleson had had wealth similar 
experience Wisconsin.

knowledge milk marketing, to- 


gether with his untiring capacity 
for work, and the whole-hearted co- 
operation the Pennsylvania 
breeders, has resulted most suc- 
cessful first year for the organiza- 
tion.
